ll"-qun Bulldings Demolished —Miracnlous

]s.'lclpr of Cattle Buried Bencath the

Wroeck—Singular Freaks of the Wind.

Botween 8 and 9 o'clock yesterday morning,
fome men on the truck farms on the south side
gf the Christiana, near the mouth of that river,

eard a singular roaring and rushing nelse, and
shortly afterwards saw thata whirlwind was
passing across thelr place, It crossed a tomato
teh, wrenehing and twisting the vines, passod
thence Into Heury L. Townsend's wheat field,
and appeared to gather strength as it went, for
as it passed the wheat field, it snapped off three
anels of fence and then struck a large brick
arn, aud passed around it ton large hay barn,
a building 104 feet long. Here it commenced
she work of destruction in earnest. It tore the
bullding to pleces, and levelled the very founda-
ton walls ou which it was built.

It next struck a granary solidly bullt of heavy
whiwe oak. The bullding was too etout to be
torn to pleces, but It lifted it off of its founda-
tione, moving it several feel, nnd then upiet a
corn erib adjoining It, smashing beneath it a
grain drill and a sleigh. '

It also destroyed one or two othor small build-
ings, and tore up several large trees by the

roots, and split in two a Iarge locust tree stand- {

Ing near the house.
Une of the most singular and fortunate things

about the whole affair is that it passed com- |

pletely around the heuse, without doing it the
slightest damage, or injuring anything within
the home enclosure except the locust tree just
mentioned,

Bome of the performances soem almost like
the fantsstic freaks of a sportive genie. The
back baru, first struck, was not injured other-
wise than by tearing off all of Its doors, hat
one of these doors, a large one, whieh it wounld
require four men to carry, was earrled up Into
the air, and whirled about like a sheel of paper.

But the most remarkable feature of the whole |

affair wus that, though twenty catile were buried
beneath the ruins of the large hay-barn first
demolished, they all escaped without any serious
injury. In many cases they were pinned closely
to the ground by the debris, but as fast as the
wreck was lifted from them they got out of the
wilderness of confusion around them with whole
skins and sound limbs.

The property was owned by Zadoc Townsend
and occupled by his son, Henry L. Townsend.
The Iatter, with remarkable good fortune, es-
capes all loss but that of the slelgh. Had the
cattle not escaped his loss would have been very
heavy. His father is the principal loser, but
eugn that ns most of the buildings were qnite
old, and all wonld have had to be moved before
long to make way for the extension of city im-

n company with Mr. Townsend, 8r., wa rode
over the wtrack of the tempest this morning,
We never saw a more complete or thorough
wreck. The buildings were so completely torn
up that it seemed that thereé was scarcely one
gaceof timber left fastened to another, The

urricane spent its fury there, and sesmas Lo
have divided up Into severe smaller ones, which
damaged o tree here and there, and then sub-
sided.

On the north side of the Christlana, shortly
after the ravages of the hurricane on the sonth
eide, a whirlwind suddenly seized two large
willow trees near the light-house, tore them up
by the roots and hurled them against the light-
house, completely demolishing its porch. We
belleve it did no further damage.— Wilminglon
Commercial, yesterday.

MARRIAGES AND BIRTHS.

Some Curlous Facts About Metropollitan
Life—Flgures for the Year 1870,

Among other valnable items farnished by the
annual reports of the New York Board of Health
are the fizures of the Bureau of Vital Statistics.
These give but a partinl idea of what is aimed at,
i. €., the tolal and correct number of marriages,
births, aod deaths, with dates, ages, and nativi-
ties of ibe persons enumerated. The law requir-
Ing all ofiiclals, civil and ecclesiastical, to record
marriages performed by them, has been very
generally ignored. In some cases the ministers
of certain persuasions decline to comply with a
law which has (as they allege) invaded the
sacredness of a religious ordinance,

The extent of such non-compliance may be
adduced from the single instance of the figures
enumeratiog the total of marringes to be 7915
for the year 1870. That is a palpable inaccuracy,
a2 a moment's calenlation must show. Beveral
suita against these contumacious clergrmen
have been commenced, and it is the intention to
follow the matter up hereafler in every case.
The Interests of ecience, law, and order seem Lo
imperatively demand it. The table of births Is
about as faultly, from varlons causes, of which
that in relation to those born out of wedlock ia
most promivent. The tolal given is 14,524,

All theee statistics are—even in an [ncom-
plete form—valuable and interesting. They
pot only furnish a great deal of lmportant io-
formation for scientific purposes, but suggest
many curions speculations upon human charac-
ter and existence, and reveal maoy of the hid-
den gecrets of thig world of metropolitan life.

The marriage registry gives the age, nativity,
and color of the contracting parties. The largest
pumber of marriages per month was 1048, in
November: the smallest was 451, during the
month of Decenber, There were Lwo miscege-
nations, There were 5471 males aud 4848 females
of foreign birth; 2270 males and 2000 females
native boru, and 2 males and 1 female who were
born upon the seas. Of first marrisges, there
were 0522 of men and 0604 of women, showing
that 82 widows secured bachelors. Of second
marriages, there were 1047 men and ™7
women. Of third marriages, there were
64 men and 19 women. Oonly two men appear
on the list of the fourth marriages, no woman
eeeming to have undertaken the fourth noptial
experiment. The age of the parties in the majo-
rity of these cases was between twenty and
twenty-five, But 71 males and 1419 females
were under twenty., There were 2585 males and
1816 females belween twenty-five and thbirty,
1265 males und 658 females between thirly and
thirty-five, 001 males and 823 females belween
thirty-five and forty, 18 males sod 2 females be-
tween forty-five and fifty, 4 ma'es and 2 females
between fifty and fifty-five, 18 males and no
females belween sixty and sivty-five, 10 males
between scvenly and eighty. and 1 mala betweon
elghty and uinety.

notwilhsinuding the lnaccuracy of the figures.
The color of 14 358 was whilte, and that of 160
black: 7500 were males, and 6010 females; 0452
were of foreign snd 2555 of native parentage,
of which 1459 were fathers and 820 mothers.
“The value of these figures, if correct and fa'l,
would be Immonse, and the resolution of the
suthorities to enforce the law with its full pe-
nalties agalnst all who fall to comply with it is
mosl commensble.

AN ORDINANCE
TO AUTHORIZE A LOAN FOR THE CON

BTRUCTION OF CULVERTS AND FOR

POLICE PURPOSES,

Section 1, The Belect ==d Common Councils
of the City of PhiladelzZia do ordain, That the
Mayor of Philadelpbia be and he i8 hereby
suthorized to borrow at not leas than par, on
the credit of the city, from time to time, four
hundred and twenty-five thousand dollars,
1o be applied as  follows, viz:i—
Kirst. For the covstruction of cul-
verts, one hundred and (weaty-five thou-
gand dollare. Second. For the purchase of
ground and the erection and extension of build-
irge for Poliee Station-houses, three hundred
thousand dollars, For which interest, not to
exceed the rate of six per cent. per annum,
shall be pald half yearly, on the firsl days of
Junonary and July, at the office of the Uity
Iressurer. The principal of said loan ehall be
payable and paid at the expiration of thirty
vears from the date of the same, and not before,
withiout the consent of the holdérs thereol; and
the certificates therefor, in the usual form of
the certificates of Gity Loan, shall be issued in
such amounts as the leoders may require, but
not for any fractional part of oné huundred dol-
lare; or, I required, Io anoants of five huudred
or oue thousand dollars; and it shall be ex-
pressed in sald certificates that the loan therein
mention, and the lnterest thereof, are payable
free from all taxes,

Section 2. Whepever any loan shall be made
oy virtue thereof, there shall be, by force of
this ordinauce, aunoally appropriated out of the
income of the ecorporate estates aod from the
sum raised by taxation, a sum sufficient to pay
the Interest on eaid certilisies; aud the further
tum of three-tenths of one per centum on the
par value of such eertificates so issued shall be
appropristed quarterly out of sald income and
Laxes Lo a sinking fund, which fund and {18 ac-
comulatione are hereby especially pledged for
the redemption sud payment of saud cerdill-
cates.
